Coinage Committee’s Major- 
ity Report. 


> 
An Elaborate Argument in Favor of 
the Bland Bill. 


The White Metal as the Panacea for 
All Financial Ills. 


d | The United States Declared Strong Enough 


to Fix and Maintain a Money Stand- 
ard for the Entire World— 
Forecast for the Week. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasarneton, Feb. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The report of the ma- 
jority of the Committee on Coinage, 
Weights and Measures recommending 
the passage of the Bland Free Coinage 
Bill will be presented to the House to- 
morrow. The report isa long and care- 
fully prepared document. It discusses 
the various objections against free coin- 
age, showing where, in the opinion of 
the majority, those objections are ill- 
founded and how the free coinage of 
silver will greatly benefit the country, 
especially the producers. 

The report begins with an explana- 
tion of the bill reported. The tree 
coinage of silver is provided for and it 
is required that it be of standard fine- 
ness, alloy being all the expense now 
exacted of depositors of gold. Coin 
notes may be issued on gold or silver 
deposited if demanded, instead of wait- 
ing for the coin. The committee raised 
the maximum denominations for deal- 
ing in large transactions and bank ex- 
changes. These notes are legal tender, 
redeemable in coin on demand. The 
bill provides for the conversion of all 


| gold and silver certificates into coin 


notes redeemable in either gold or sil- 
ver at the treasury. The report says 
that it is contended that the reason we 
exported silver bullion while our mints 
were still open to its free coinage was 
that our ratio was such that our bullion 
was worth more compared with gold at 
the European mints than here, and that 
the same results would again follow, our 
ratio remaining at.46 to 1, with the 
French mints open to free coinage at 
16% tol, This, it is held, would pre- 
yent European nations again returning 
to the bimetallic system. Toavoid this 
the Committee has provided that our 
ratio be ‘changed to 1544 to 1, as 
soon as Fratice resumes free silver coin- 
age at that ratio. The report -con- 
tinues: 

The familiar warning that free oomage 
would cause shiploads of silver to 
brought here and dum at our mints in 
exchange for gold is still urged, but under 
the proposed law shiploads of silver brought 
by foreigners would be coined into standard 
dollars, and these dollars returned to him, 
but he could not go to the treasury and de- 
mand goldfor them, as, according to the 
bill, the Government can use its pleasure in 
paying ingold. He would then ascertain 
that he committed a blunder in ——. 
silver toour mints, where it is worth 
cents on the dollar less than at home, and 
that he loses this 3 cents and the cost of 
transportation besides.

The report quotes from the report of 
ex-Secretary of the Treasury Windom 
for 1889, in which the Secretary took 
the position that no danger need be ap- 
prehended of a flood of European silver, 
The report says: 

Thetruth is that the conspiracy formed 
in the old world, plann d successfully 
carried through there and here, was aimed 
to confine the debt-paying mediums of the 

the par of centuries was broken. 
Gold was decreed to rapidly rise in value. 
thus adding 50 per cent. to the value of 
credits, enriching creditors, public and 
private, at the expense of debtors and tax- 
payers, enormously depressing the value 
and products of labor as compared with 
notes, bonds and mortgages. The words 


“free silver’? send a thrill of ter- 
ror to the promoters of this con- 
spiracy and its beneficiaries. They 


know that when this great Government 
thus throws its weight in favor of silver 
the balance of the world will be again re- 
stored to full faith and confidence in the 
future safety of silver as the money of the 
world. The old par will return, and the 
two metals being tied together by a strong 
ligature of forty-four States and five Terri- 
tories, with a population of 65,000,000 
and an area of 3,000,000 square miles, the 
greatest people and the greatest metallic 
power in the world, the old par can never 
again be disturbed. Itis this phase of the 
issue they fear, not the dumping of ship- 
lo ds of dollars of silver and dollars of 
gold. Itisarestoration ot the bimetallic 
par. Itistheskeleton of defeated fraud 
and avarice, avarice that lurks in the closet 
of the gold palace that we are called upon 
to meet in the battle on the free coinage 
question. | 
No citizen of the United States is com- 
pelled by law to swap his gold dollar fora 
silver dollar, nor is there any law in exist- 
ence or proposed that compels the exchange 
of silver for gold without paying any pre- 
mium that may at any time exist on gold. 
Again, itis said that we give the silver 
miner at our mints a dollar for bullion that 
costs only 41 cents, hesitating to reflect 
thatthe gold miner extracts five ounces a 
day in gold that we coin into $100 when 
his day’s wages is worth only $3 or $4, 
thus coining his product that costs but $4 
into money of $100. When the utter in- 
consistencies and fallacy of all other ob- 
jections to free coinage is shown, we are 
confronted with the ultimatum that our 
old will flee from this country at once, 
ontracting our currency to the amount of 
$686,000,000. The monthly statement of 
the Secretary of the Treasury for January, 
1892, shows that we havein the treasury 
in gold coin and bullion $278,246,750, 
The last annual report of the Comptroller 
of the Currency shows gold in banks of 
$96,558,694, making a totalin the treas- 
ury and banks of $375,402,654. This 
amount we have trustworthy record of as 
being in this country. The remainder of 
the--estimate of -$686,000,000 is mere 
esswork. Of allobjections urged against 
ree Coinage, this, in the opinion of the 
committee, is the only one that deserves 
serious consideration. That the. change 
in the currency laws involving 
he complete restoration of the bimetallic 
standard and return to the coinage of both 
metals in equal terms will cause for a mo- 
ment some apprehension and probably a 


hdisposition to hoard gold may be expected. 


Yet any evils that may result must io the 
nature of theeiguation be transitory. No

spects, in its first effects at least, causing 
some inconvenience or friction somewhere. 
Yet it will not be contended that our laws 
relating to the Currency or tariff or other 
method of taxation need not be altered. The 
ultimate good to be obtained is and always 
has been g@f@clent argument for the 
amendments, To restore silver now would 
not make the radical change effected in our 
currency laws by the act demonetizing it. 
Indeed, the demonetizing took place with- 
out warning and ata time when we were 
looking to a resumption of coin payments 
and surely needed all the specie possible. 
We have approached free coinage gradu- 
ally. The longer it is delayed the greater 
the injustice done the people. A few timid 
people and misers might for a moment 
hoard gold, but the gold in this country for 
the most part is held by a class of citizens 
too shrewd and alive to their own interests 
to drop gold tm the sea or pay it in the 
ground, We are suffering all the evils 
alleged against free coinage by its oppo- 
nents without the realization of the many 
benefits claimed Dy its friends. The restor- 
ation of silver as a money metal would 
at once allay all fears of its ultimate re. 
monetization by the nations of the world. 
It would give confidence in silver as a safe 
medium of exchange, leaving no pretext 
whatever for the apprehensions now in- 
dulged in. There could be no hoarding of 
gold. 
would add to'the world’s money would in 
the nature of things cheapen gold and 
render it less burdensome to meet gold 
contracts than pow. 

The report then takes up the question 
of the relation of the silver question to 
India for the purpose of showing that 
silver demonétization operates as a 
bonus on Indiam exports to our disad- 
vantage, It says: 

The fact that mearly the whole of our ex- 
ports of agricalture go to European gold- 
using countries to be sold in competition 
there with countries on the single silver 
basis is cited by economic writers to show 
the disadvantage of the American farmer 
in such competition. It is claimed, and the 
history of prices show, that as silver falls, 
as compared with gold,so in about the 
same ratio the ces of our tarm products 
fall, To say tat silver is low is tanta- 
mount to saying that the price of cotton, 
wheat and other farm exports is depressed. 
The reason is plain. Countries having a 
silver standard avoid, as far as possible, 
liquidations of foreign debts in money, for 
the reason that silver is, com with 
gold, depreciated. To settle foreign bal- 
ances, therefo in silver entails loss 
of the difference in exchange between the 
value of silver as compared with gold. 
Hence the silver-standard country like 
India, instead of ending her money, silver, 
to pay for balances, sends wheat and cot. 
ton and other exports, which, in ber cur- 
rency, have not lost their value at home or 
abroad. This system looks like an indirect 
bonus upon all such exports from silver- 
stand countries. Not so with the Amer- 
ican farmer. Silver is coined only on gold 
account. We are, thus tied to a single gold 
standard; consequently when gold goes u 
as compared with silver, wheat, cotton an 
other exports fall in price. In other 
words, as.silver falis below gold, so also our 
articles of, export irede, ‘especially farm 
products, fall in price. : : 

These facts were clearly brought out in 
the investigation of the British royal com. 
mission. An explanation further is that 
the farmer in all silvcr countries, who sells 
his products for gold in gold-using coun- 
tries, gets gold. If, therefore, wheat is 
worth $1 a bushelin London, a bushel of 
wheat sold there will get a gold dollar. 
This gold dollar will buy silver enough in 
the London market to coin into $1.25 atour 
ratio and more at the ratio of India. There- 
fore the farmer in silver-standard coun- 
tries really gets $1.25 for his wheat. 
The American farmer gets his dol- 
lar in gold, but cannot with that 

14 dollar buy silver for coimage at home 

or the reason that free coimage is denied 
him, silver coinage here be limited to 
Government account. Free ver coinage 
would put silver and gold on a practical 
parity, thus putting the American farmer 
on an equality with the —— and other 
silver-using people. It is beyond doubt 
that the free coinage of silver would thus 
add at least 12 to 15 per cent. to the value 
of all farm products. 

The report quotes from an article 
printed during the past week in a Wall 
street paper, calling attention to the 
fact that silver and cotton are selling at 
the lowest pricesin their history. A 
telegram from New York, dated Feb- 
ruary 1, isalsoquoted. The telegram 
related that cotton had tumbled the day 
before, and, after noting that the 
decline was partly due to a large un- 
used supply, said: 

The low price of silver is a factor in 
the decline, as England with India 
in silver and the lower silver goes the 
cheaper England can buy in India. 


Continuing the report says: 


| “Breadstuffs aré doing somewhat better | 


now than cotton, owing to the failure of 
such crops nearly everywhere except in the 
United States. 
This brings the report up to the dis- 
cussion of bullion purchases. It says: 
Bullion purchases will not restore the 
ty of the two metals. Bimetallism does 
not tolerate the idea that ome metal, gold 
for instance, shall be set up as a stand- 
ard by which the other metal, sil- 
ver, shall be purchased or measured. 
is gold monometallism and fixes 
gold as the measuring metal or sole 
valuator. Bimetallism means that each 
metal shall be a standard with itself. The 
free coinage of silver means that all silver 
bullion of 412% grains standard and 3814 
rains of pure silver shall be worth $1 in 
awful payments. It is the bullion that in 
fact is legally monetized. This being so, 
bullion of 412% grains of standard silver 
is always worth $1, because the law’so de- 


which the Government gives it at the mint, 
because the mint is an open market for all 
of it at a fixed price. The same may 
be saidof gold, yet other bounties. may 
make such a demand for gold as to make 
that metal more valuable than silver. 
They may in time make such a demand for 
silver as to put it above gold, but at our 
mints they remain the same in debt-paying 
power. 

The report quotes from a well-known 
authority to the effect that as . people 
want always to pay in the cheaper 
money the demand under a double 
standard for the metal which falls off in 
price results in raising the value of that 
metal again and. bringing the two to- 
gether. 

In conclusion the majority submits 
the report made at the last session by 
Mr. Bartine of Nevada, who, as leader of 
the free coinage Republicans, made a 
comprehensive, exhaustive and judicial 
review of the silver question in all its 
details,

MISSING MINERS, 


A Party Sapposed to Have Been Mardercd 
by Indians in Alaska, 

St. Pact (Minn.,) Feb. 14.—[By the 
Associated Press.]| The Pioneer Press’ 
Port Townsend (Wash.,) special says: 
“Advices from Alaska concerning the 
fate of Morris Orton and a party of ten 
miners indicate that the men were mur- 
dered by Indians or lost in trying to 
cross: the stormy waters from the 
sound to Yukitka. Searching parties 
hunted six weeks for the missing miners 
without success and hope of recovering 
their bodies has been abandoned. Or- 
ton’s party left Litguta Bay for Juneau 
in November, but were nevet heard 
from again.

A DEADLY QUICKSAND, 


One of a Gang of Laborers Killedand An- 
other Barely Rescued. 

Seattte (Wash.,) Feb. 14.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Three of the men 
working at the great Lake Union sewer 
tunnel in the ‘northern part of this city 
were caught by a flow of water froma 
spring early this morning while 
feet from the mouth of 
the tunnel. One of them, Daniel 
McLean, was buried six feet under 
quicksand and another, Thomas Nelli- 

an, was rescuedinan exhausted con- 

ition, while the third, Peter Faber, 
though severely injured, escaped to the 
shaft, where, upon his being pulled sev- 
enty feet to thetop, he told the story 
of the accident. 

Early this morning a shift was just 
preparing to go down to work and was 
assembled around the mouth of the 
shaft when Fabercameup. They were 
immediately lowered to the rescue of 
Nelligan and McLean. Nelligan was 
found in the water and sand up to his 
neck. He was wedged in as if packed 
in cement and it was with difficulty that 
he was taken out. Nearly twenty men 
were at work’ looking for*McLean’s 
body, but it was not found until 10 
o’clock this morning. 

The place where the spring was 
struck is 1200 feet beneath the surface 
and the men were at work in a sixty- 
foot lead off the main tunnel when the 
accident occurred. Immediately after 
the spring was flushed the tunnel was 
flooded with water and the rescuing 
party worked in quicksand to their 
waists. The tunnel superintendent says 
it was a miracle that all three men 
were not lost. McLean leaves a widow 
and three children. 


NOTED COASTERS GONE, 
Death of the Father of Chief Justice 
Beatty. 

SacRAMENTO, Feb. 14.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Judge Henry Oscar 
Beatty, father of Chief Justice Beatty, 
died at his home here today at the age 
of 80 years. He was born in Washing- 
ton, Ky., and’ at an early age 
removed to Ohio, where he was 
admitted to practice law in 1886. 
He married Miss Runyon at Monclover, 
and two years later returned to Ken- 
tucky, where he practiced law until 
1851, when he came to California and 
settled in Sacramento. He practiced 
law here until 1868, when he went to 
Virginia City and the following year 
was elected Chief Justice of the Nevada 


‘Supreme Court. He resigned in 1868 


and returned to Sacramento, where he 
has since lived and practiced law up to 
ten years ago, when his hearing par- 
tially failed. 

Deceased leaves a widow, and three 
daughters, Mrs. Judge Denson, Mrs. Ben 
Ward Willis and Mrs. George E. Bates, 
alsoason, Chief Justice Beatty. He 
was a man of remarkable intellect, 
which he retained fully up to the mo- 
ment of death.

There is 
nothing ‘meritorious in God’s sight in 
mere fasting, or abstinence from cer- 
tain things, unless the object be to bring 
our bodies into subjection, and to get a 
greater control over them. We read 
where Christ, speaking of a certain devil 
which His disciples were powerless to 
cast out, said: “This kind goeth not 
out but by prayer and fasting.’’

That is why the 
church requires her true children to fast 
and pray, that whatever sin may beset 
them they may be better able to over- 
come it.

Broughton, who has seen service on the 
lake for about fifty years, and who, 
from water marks kept by him, shows 
that the lake was two feet lower in 
1838 than it has beenduring the past 
season. The rising and falling of the 
waters seem to alternate with con- 
siderable regularity, butas yet no suf- 
ficient explanation has been given to 
account for the phenomena. 


Pror. Houpex, of the Lick Observa- 
tory, is authority for the statement that 
a new spot on.the sun is so pronounced 
that it may be seen through a piece of 
ordinary smoked glass. Such a pro- 
nounced disturbance on the face of the 
sun is unusual, the last one of this size 
having been noted in 1888. There is 
also a great commotion observable on 
the planet Jupiter. The delts about him 
are brightening and his spots are be- 
coming more conspicuous, while changes 
inform are so rapid as to make ita 
hard matter for astronomers to keep 
track of them.

The Report on a Deep-water Har- 
bor. 

We have before us an advance copy 

of a letter from the Acting Secretary 

of War transmitting the report of the 


recent examination of Government eng 


gineers for a deep-water harbor on the 
Pacific Coast between Point Dume and 
Capistrano. A brief digest of the re- 
port has already been given by tele- 
graph. 

The investigation was practically lim- 
ited to various points on the lines of 
Santa Monica Bay and San Pedro Bay. 
The relative advantages are discussed 
in detail, and the finding is in favor of 
the latter, utilizing the present offing 
of San Pedro harbor. 

The chief advantages in favor of Sin 
Pedro are, first, the present inlet, 
which has been improved at consider- 
able expense by the Government, and 
offers an absolutely safe retreat for 
vessels of not too heavy draught; and, 
second, the position of Catalina Island, 
which gives a good protection for the 
roadstead from southwest winds and 
waves. Santa Monica Bay derives less 
advantage from the island in this re- 
spect. 

The report says: . 


In ordec to secure a deep-water harbor in 
either bay a breakwater must be con- 
structed in depths of eight to ten fathoms. 
and so located as to cover the interior space 
over the arcs of exposure. These consider- 
ations make the undertaking one of great 
expense. 

In San Pedro Bay the best location for 
the proposed harbor is at the present an- 
chorage ground on the westerly side of the 
bay under Point Firmen.

As indicated on the chart the westerly arm 
could be started from a point on the shore 
under Point Firmen, and be extended ina 
direction south 41° east (magnetic,) for a 
distance of about 2400 feet, which would 
carry it béyond a line projected from the 


middle of the present anchorage ground to. 


the westerly end of Catalina Island. The 
end of this arm is in six fathoms depth. 
Then leaving a gap of 1500 feet the east- 
erly arm could be given a direction north 
564° east along the 9%-fathom curve, and 
be extended about 5600 feet, which would 
afford protection from the southeast seas, 
This arm could be extended easterly, as in- 
creased commerce would require more in- 
terior space. 


At San Pedro lighter construction 
would serve for these breakwaters than 
would be required at Santa Monica, and 
the advantage in expense would be with 
the former. 

Two forms of breakwater are sug- 
gested, one constructed entirely of 
rubble, and the other of rubble base, 
with a heavy concrete superstructure 
reaching above high water. The esti- 
mates of cost are as follows: 

At Santa Monica: 

All rubble.......... $4,843,440 
Rubble and 5,715,965 
At San Pedro: 


All rubble...: eee eee eee $4,126,106 
Rubble and concrete........... 4,594,494 


This makes a saving in favor of San 
Pedro by one construction of $717,334, 
and by the other $1,121,471. In the 
latter case the difference is more pro- 
nounced because itis proposed, in any 
event, to build the westerly arm at San 
Pedro entirely of rubble.

In view of the fact that San Pedro Bay 
in its natural condition affords better pro- 
tection both from prevaling winds and 
from dangerous storms than Santa Monica 
Bay; that protection can be secured at less 
cost for equal development of breakwater 
atthe former than at the latter; tnata 
larger area of protected anchorage from 
the prevailing westerly swells can be se- 
cured, the severe storms from the south- 
east being infrequent, and that there is al- 
ready an interior harbor that will be a val- 
uable addition to the outer harbor, the 
board considers San Pedro Bay as the 
better location for the deep-water harbor 
provided for by the act.

Mr. Shéward Sees “Millions in It.” 

Los ANGELES, Feb, 18,—(To the Editor of 
THE Times.} A few facts.and figures in ref- 
erence to the water question would not be 
amiss at the present time, Basing my 
figures on the present population of Los 
Angeles at 60,000 andthe revenues of the 
different water companies at $300,000 per 
annum, and the price the City Water Com. 
pany places upon their plant of $2,500,- 
000,I find the city, by issuing bonds for 
the amount bearing interest at the rate of 
6 per Cent. per annum, can, in ten years, 
create and pay out from a sinking fund of 
$1,000,000 at the rate of $100,000 per 
annum and have left for improvements and 
extensions the handsome sum of $770,000, 
and as the city increases in population the 
water rate can be decreased to keep the 
standard at $300,000. After an expendi. 
ture of $770,000. for improvements and 
extensions in the tan years it is fair to pre- 
sume that we can have a very good water 
system that will need less for extensions 
and improvements the next ten years. 
Take the next ten years and set aside $50,. 
000 per annum for extensions and improve- 
ments, basing the revenues of the company 
atthe same ftigures as now, $300,000 per 


annum, and I find we can pay the interest 


on the bonds and cancel the entire amount 
and have over and above the entire water 
plant of the city $339,487. Or to more 
fully illustrate;

Here is a veritable gold mine. We havea

rates. And all we as citizens have done to 
obtain this is to guarantee the pay- 
ment of the bonds. We will not 
have paid out one dollar more than 
the rates we are now paying. No doubt 
the City Water Company has placed a value 
tar in excess of their. worth inorder to 
scare off the timid. Ifthe plant is worth 
the $2,500,000 why are they not willing to 
show their books so the city can get an in- 
telligent basis to figure on to buy tbem out, 
and if the plantis worth-the money they ask 
for it why are they mot assessed in propor- 
tion and be made to swell the coffers of the 
city and county treasury? The city should 
deal fair with the .water company and 
should pay them every cent their plant is 
worth. On the other hand, the water com> 
pany should deal fair withthe city. In 
this way no injustice can be done any one. 
The owning of a water plant by the city 
gives the city a direct income with which to 
pay bonds, and in nearly if not quite all cities 
that own and operate their own system of 
water works lower rates are charged and a 
better seryice is rendered.

It has another road—through 
condemnation. The city can tomorrow 
gin condemnation preveedings, and, even if 
the contract is legal and binding, the whole 
plant, contract and alj, can be taken—if the 
city has anything to pay with. 

Without considering the how the city 
can pay, it might be well to consider what 
they will have to pay tor. 

First the plant, whidh consists of all the 
works, lands, tunnels, fools, machinery of 
every sort and kind, uding the value of 
more than $1,000,000 worth of subsidies 


which the people have Ps the company 


from time to time, and about $150,000 
worth of connections which people have 
paid for and which would be a loss if the 
consumers changed to another source of 
ei. In a condemnation suit the city 
would probably pay moré than is asked for 
the works and be liable forthe loss which 
the company would claim to sustain by 
reason of the loss of profits between the 
date of condemnation and the expiration of 
the contract. There is ngta doubt but the 
manipulators of the water company would 
get more out of the city through a con- 
demnation suit than by direct purchase. 
A great many people seem to lose sight of 
the legal difficulties in the way of the cit 
in this matter. Besides that the City Engi. 
neer is on record that it will cost the city. 
more (to-wit: $4,000,000) fora new plant 
than is asked for all of the old ones. 

There are always people who have a rem- 
edy for all ills in paternal government, and 
somehow expect that the city can give them 
something for nothing. These people be- 
lieve that if the city started to build a wa- 
ter works that water would be free. 

Legally the city cannot go imto the water 
business until it has purchased existing 
works. It cannot purchase them until the 
people vote the bonds to pay for them. 

The bonds, if voted, could n sold to 


,any foreign investor, for the reason that 


one-twentieth of the principal must be paid 
each year, and such bonds are not regarded 
as an investment. But.if they could it 
would require the sum of not less than 
$3,500,000 to unite and perfect the plants 
into one system. If the whole cost could 
be kept at $3,000,000 the interest on that 
amount and the sinking fund to be raised

The 
soil around is light, dry and porons, 
largely formed of decomposed granite, 
although the great beds of boulders that 
were noticeable near Highland are miss- 
ing. When those boulders were passed 
the editor, proud of his newly- 
acquired knowledge, asked if it was a 
townsite. 

Mentone is a young settlement, but 
evidences of activity and growth are 
visible on every side. Young, orange 
orchards are seen at frequent intervals 
all the way from San Bernardino. This 
elevated valley is largely composed of 
choice orange land, which is now in 
great demand. mae 

Redlands, the largest town on the 
eastern Joop, is next reached. Here 
quite a number of citizens had assem- 
bled to see ‘rhe Times Flyer come in 
and get their Los Angeles papers at 
8:30, a gain of nearly four hours over 
the regular time. The enterprising 
7 received two large bundles and 
‘“‘Here’s your morning Times!’’ soon 
broke the Sunday morning stillness of 
Redlands. 

Redlands was a great surprise to those 
members of the party -who saw it for 
the first time. or who had not been 
there for a couple of years. It is, in 
many respects, the most phenomenal of 
the numerous phenomenal towns of 
Southern California. It is scarcely 
possible for the beholder to believe that 
this large, substantial town, with its 
scores of elegant villas in spacious 
grounds, and its dozens of solid brick 
blocks, with its thousands of acres of 
surrounding orchards, was laid out bunt 
a little over five years ago, or, to be 
precise, in October, 1886. Yet such is 
the case, Redlands crowns the eastern 
end of the San Bernardino Valley as

only exist as a remembrance, or perhaps 
in the shape of a big building that was 
ahotel. 

Glendora,.San Dimas and Lordsburg, 
which the train rapidly passes, were all 
to have been centers of dense popula- 
tion, but it was ordained otherwise, and 
useful fruit trees are there instead of 
useless brick blocks. The great hotel 
building at the last named place—now a 
Dunkard college—would be an accession 
to Los Angeles. 

At San Dimas the summit is passed 
and The Flyer rushes down the grade 
into the San José or Pomona Valley. 
At North Pomonaa big bundle of pa- 

rsis given to the expectant carrier 

or transportation to the headquarters 
of Murchison and prohibition. There 
is the usual gathering at the depot, the 
asual cheers and encouraging remarks 
on the enterprise of the jour- 
nalof Southern California. The same 
is the case at North Ontario, where 
another big bundle is dropped. Away 
In the distance to tne north the Chino 
oeet-sugar factory is visible, suggesting 
some unfavorable remarks on the Dem- 
ocratic statesmanship that would abol- 
ish the sugar bounty and thus discour- 
age a promising young industry. Now 
a quick rush through orange and lemon 
groves that show all too many evidences 
of a recent tussle with Jack Frost, and 
3an Bernardino is reached at 7:24, just 
aminute ahead of time. 
Here at the station was by far the 
gest crowd yet seen. The Flyer re- 
ceived an ovation and the bystanders 
eagerly produced their nickels for the 
govelty of a Los Angeles paper before 
breakfast. ‘The agent took a big bundle 
of extras, but they did not half suffice, 
and when the train returned he had to 
call. for more, | 
_ Ahalt ofabout twenty minutes was 
made here, andan excellent breakfast 
partaken of at the depot restaurant, 
the editorial writer doing the honors on 
behalf of Tue Times. Bowker, of the 
business office, declared that the excite- 
ment of the trip had taken away his 
appetite, so he remained on board the 
train to see that nobody should steal 
the muslin sign for a souvenir of the 
occasion. 

Again The Flyer was off, this time to 
make the circuit of the smaller loop of 
the kite-shaped track. It was now for 
a time up grade and the progress was 
not quite so fast. As the train swept 
around the great arrowhead on the 
mountain, which gives its designation 
to. the springs of that name, came into 
view. Alittle further on is the State 
Msane asylum, a massive, prison-like 
building, now nearing completion, the 
location of which caused so much bad 
blood and led the late Arthur Kearney 
of the Courier to indite some of the most 
fearful and wonderful appeals to the 
‘‘San Bernardinoians”’ that mortal brain 
ever conceived outside of an institution 
like that of which he wrote. The sight 
of the asylum appeared to remind the 
artist—the funny man—of something 
familiar, for he commenced to person- 
atea yelling maniac, winding up by 
pulling the Absalom-like locks of the 
telegraph editor, who sat with his back 
tohim counting the telegraph poles. 
Peace was only restored by a promise 
to draw the Associated Press manipu- 
lator’s picture on the way home; all of 
which led the: special writer and the 
book-keepér to exchange in German 
their priyate views on the peculiar 
characteristics of artists in general and 
of funny artists in particular. 

The train climbed, passing Highland, 
appropriately named. Here a simul- 
tancous cry ‘rom several members of 
the party called attention to a wonder- 
ful scene that was visible on the Teft. 
There was a great rift in the long bank 
of clouds that hung along the mountain 
sides, near the foot of which the train 
was speeding, and through that rift, like 
ascene thrown on asheet by a magic lan- 
tern, Was a towering mountain—Mount 
San Bernardino—on the sides of which 
the snowfields shone with the resplen- 
dency of burnished steel. It was a 
sight as grand as it was strange, like 
the vision of Beulah Land, which 
cheered the- Pilgrims on their weary 
journed to the promised land, Actually, 
about twelve miles distant, the mount- 
ain did not appear. more than a mile at 
the outside, and the chill air which blew 
from the fields of ghow heightened the 
impression ‘of, clos@ proximity, The 
jourpalistic mind ig not readily suscep- 
tible to wathetic or sentimental impres- 
gions, yet there was not one in the 


Pasadena crowns the western end of the 
San Gabriel. Along the range of red 
hills, which shut it in on the east, re- 
minding one of the red volcanic soil 
of the Rhine weinbergs, stretches 
a line, unbroken for miles, of 
orange orchards, from out of which 
here and there peep beautiful 
residences. Grandly located, facin 
the massive snow-clad mountains, an 
looking down upon the long stretch of 
fertile valley, surrounded by the im- 
provements and provided with the con- 
veniences. of a twenty-year-old city, 
Redlands is assuredly the culminating 
marvel of this marvelous section. 

A little further down the valley the 
train passes orange groves in which the 
young trees are frozen and wilted, mute 
object lessons of the folly of planting 
orange trees in unsuitable locations. 
Then the train rushes through the old 
Mormon part of the valley, where the 
plain, unattractive, often unpainted 
buildings, delapidated outhouses and 
moist pasture lands present a strange 
contrast to the section recently trav- 
ersed. It is ‘‘hog and hominy”’ in place 
of oranges, olives and figs. A few min- 
utes more and San Bernardino is again 
reached, the circle having been com- 
pleted. 

After a short stoppage and many 
hearty greetings from the crowd on the 
platform The Flyer started on the home 


stretch, with the throttle open, on a. 


down grade. The hour was exactly 9. 
The landscape on either side seemed to 
fly by like a moving panorama. The 
newspaper men leaned back in their 
seats with the pleasant consciousness 
that a new enterprise had been success- 
fully inaugurated. The artist and the 
special writer, to while away the time, 
drew pictures of each other, which the 
members of the party agreed were 
equally lifelike and equally horrible. 
Then the twelve-year-old son of the.ed- 
itorial writer, who had accompanied 
the party, gave the artist some points 
on drawing. The telegraph editor, who 
is sometimes nervous, asked the funny 
railroad editor if he thought there was 
any danger of the train’s leaving the 
kite-shaped track, Then the Committee 
on Irrigation held a final session and 
wound up its business, the subject mat- 
ter having been exhausted. 

By this time Pasadena had been 
reached, where there was a bigger 
crowd than ever on the platform and 
enthusiasm that is rare in a prohibition 
town. Twenty minutes more and 
Downey avenne was called, one hour 
and thirty-five minutes from San Ber- 
nardino. At 10:45 precisely, schedule 
time, The Flyer rolled into the First 
street depot, where stood Col. Otis 
ready to greet’'the party, the members 
of which dispersed to their homes to 
snatch a few hours of sleep before com- 
“mnencing another day’s work 
Tae trainmen and other officials on 


board The Flyer, whose names are given 


elsewhere, were considerate and cour- 
teous. contributing much to the pleasure 
of the trip. 

The total distance traversed was a 
little over 148 miles, which was cov- 
ered in five hours and a quarter, in- 
cluding a stoppage for breakfast at San 
Bernarcino and a dozen other halts. 
This. while not very fast time fora 
European, or even an Atlantic coast 
line, is certainly excellent for a road 
built as are our California roads, and 
especially when the heavy grades which 
had to be surmounted are considered. 

As already stated, the enterprise 
which Tas Times inaugurated. yester- 
day marks a new era in Southern Cali- 
fornia journalism. It will greatly add 
to the comfort of residents within the 
section reached, and will aid, to some 
extent, in settling the country, for 
when people can get their metropolitan 
paper with their morning coffee they 
feel that they are no longer isolated 
agriculturists, but suburban residents, 
within speaking distance of the com- 
mercial metropolis of Southern Cali- 
fornia.

FOSTER’S FORECASTS. 


The Next Storm Due on the Coast— 
Local Probabilities. 


Storms 3500 Miles Apart—Mistakes Con- 
fessed Concerning the Electro-me- 
teorology. System — Near. 
ing Perfection.

Sr. Joserpa (Mo.,) Feb. 11.—My last 
letter gave forecasts of the storm wave 
due to cross the continent from the 12th 
to the 16th, and the next will be due to 
reach the Pacific Coast about the 16th, 
cross the western mountains by the 
close of the 17th, the great central val- 
leys from the 18th to the 20th, and the 
Eastern States about the 21st. This 
storm will be most severe on the Pacific 
Coast about the same time the storm 
preceding it is at its greatest force on 
the Atlantic coast, which will be not far 
from the 16th. 

The cool wave following this storm. 


|} with clearing weather, will cross the 


western mountains about the 19th, the 


great central valleys about the 2ist- 


and the Eastern States about the 234. 

Several. papers are copying my 
weather forecasts without permission, 
and in doing so they are liable to pay 
damages in a United States court. My 
weather forecasts are copyrighted, and 
no paper has a right to use them with- 
out paying for them. Ido not belong 
to that class of individuals who want to 
see their names in print for the fun of 
it. My knowledge of electro-meteorol- 
ogy is my capital, and the publication 
of my writings is purely a matter of 
business. I hope that hereafter no pa- 
per will copy my forecasts from papers 
that pay for them, for in order to pro- 
tect my own interests it will be neces- 
sary for me to see that the copyright 
laws are enforced. 


ELECTRO-METEOROLOGY. 

Iam not yet able to avoid errors in 
mv weather forecasts. ButI very sel- 
dom err as to the dates on which the 
storm centers and cool waves cross. the 
continent. My mistakes are confined 
principally to the force and latitude of 
these disturbances. Even in these par- 
ticulars a very large per cent. of the 
forecasts are verified. 

I have no disposition to evade the 
responsibility of my mistakes, but 
rather prefer to frankly state wherein 
the principal difficulties lie. The re- 
sponsibilities of these mistakes must 
rest upon myself and not on the sys- 
tem, for if the system of electro-mete- 
orology was thoroughly understood 
there would be no errors in weather 
forecasts. The fault lies with man and 
not with the laws of nature. 

As I have repeatedly stated, there are

four storm waves passing around the 
earth from west to east, between 30° 
and 60° of north latitude, making 45° 
of north latitude an average center of 
their paths around the earth. 

‘The average distag@:e of these storm 
waves apart—from west to east—is 
about 8500 miles. The high barome- 
ter—that which gives us the cool wave 
and clearing weather—follows about 
1750 miles béhind the low barometer, 
and these high and low barometers are 
all strung around the earth like a string 
of beads, and all moving eastwara. 

We have madé a success in finding 
the dates on whichthese high or low 
barometers, or storm waves, will pass 
hat 
part of the system is a decided ‘success. 

It makes a very great difference in 
the weather as to whether a storm cen- 
ter passes south or north ofa locality, 
and in locating the latitude of a storm 
center mistakes are sometimes made. 
The storm wave may be exactly on time 
as predicted, but if it goes by on the 
south cold weather will follow, while if 
it goes by on the north warm weather 
will follow. A few errors are unavoid- 
able at this time in- locating the latitude 
of the storm waves. 


The most difficult matter to calculate 
is the force of the storm. This is very 
important, for the force of the storm 
has much to do with the character of 
the weather. _.. 

The electrical influences of the sun, 
moon and planets affect every part of 
the earth at the same moment, but 
these influences will manifest them- 
selves in one or all of the four storm 
waves that are moving around the 
earth at about.8500 miles apart. The 
difficulty lies in determining ‘which of 
these four storm waves will be most 
affected, and herein is where most of 
my errors occur. 

It is not difficult to understand that 
the planetary influences are conveyed 
to the storm centers through the 
earth’s electric currents, and if we 
fully understood the laws that govern 
the magnetic forces of the solar sys- 


‘tem .we would make no mistakes in 


forecasting the location and force of 
the storm centers and their<dinfluences 
on the weather. 
In the latter part of January I had 
calculated the electrical influences 
would largely increase the force of the 
storms due to cross the ‘continent from 
the 25th to 29th of January. The re- 
sult, however, was that the storm wave 
receding it received almost the full 
orce of the electrical influences, caus- 
ing a great storm in Western Europe at 
the. time we expected a great storm 


here, . 


’ Ap intelligent investigation will sat- 
isfy any réasonable mind that we are 
very one of the greatest discov- 
eries 6tiern times, We know the 
dates on which the storm waves will 
cross the continent; we know, approx- 
imately, how to calculate the latitude 
of these storm waves, we know the 
dates on which these storm waves will 
have the greatest and least force, and 
the greatest difficulty yet to’surmount is 
to know which of the four storm waves 
will be most affected by the planetary 
influences. 
Two-thirds of the time I can succeed 
in rightly determining this difficult 
problem, but the other third is what 
stands in the way of complete success. 
I know where to look to find the key to 
this difficult part of the weather prob- 
lem, and have clearly indicated this to 
my readers. I expect to discover that 
key and then avoid errors. 
If I make one mistake out of ten fore- 


casts a certain class of critics will ridi-+- 


cule my work. Let them ridicule. I 
khow that the electro-meteor- 
ology has the only true basis, and that 
time, I hope a comparatively short 
time, will vindicate it. 

But the readers of my work must not 
now expect infallible forecasts, for the 
system is not yet perfect. They should 
always remember that my owntime and 
money, aided by fifty daily newspapers, 
are working out this great problem 
without assistance from the General 
Government.

_ IMPORTED DISEASE. - 


‘More Cases of Typhus—Immigrants Being 


Closely Watched. 

New Yorx, Feb. 14.—Two additional 
cases oftyphus fever were discovered 
tonight, making a total of seventy-two 
cases in the city. 

Cuicaco, Feb. 14.—Seven cases of 
typhus fever were discovered here to- 
night. It appears that on Thursday 
nine Italians reached the city and were 
smuggled off the train and into a mac- 
caronifactory atAuburn Park. Tonight 
officers discovered that seven of the 
nine were affected with typhus fever. 
It is thought any disastrous results will 


| be prevented. 


New York, Feb. 14.—Three trans-At- 
lantic steamships have been detained at 
quarantine all day by order of the 
health officers with a view of making a 
thorough search for probable conta- 
gious diseases among immigrants on 
board. They are the City of Berlin, 
Belgenland and Russia. The former ar- 
rived Saturday with a number of Russian 
Jews among the steerage passengers. 
The Belgenland brought 235 and the 
Russia 540 immigrants, among whom 
are people from localities nearif not 
contiguous to the places whence came 
the typhus-infected Russian Jews who 
have wrought such consternation among 
the health authorities at this port. The 
doctors examined each individual onthe 
City of Berlin separately, but found no 
indication of infection. 

The immigrants are now awaiting an 
order of release. It is possible that all 
will be sent ‘to Hoffman Island for 
twenty days. 

The Brazilian mail steamer Vigilancia 
arrived today from Rio Janeiro and was 
detained at quarantine, sdme of the 
crew having been taken off with yellow 
fever at Bahia. 


A MISSING GIRL, 


A California Young Lady Disappears in 
New York City. 

New York, Feb. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Maud Helman of San 
Francisco is a runaway daughter. She 
is 18 years old.- Last November she 
secured from her mother $1750 and 
two days later disappeared. She came, 
to this city, stopped a few days with 
a relative and then disappeared 
again. Her last disappearance was De- 
ceinber 2, and she has not been seen 
since by her friends, though her sister, 
Mrs. M. P. Dolan, of 823 East Forty- 
third street has made diligent search for 
her.

Mr. Cleveland's Shooting Trip. 
{Forest and Streani.] 

If there is any individual I envy just 
now it is Grover Cleveland, for he is 
now on a hunting trip to the finest pri- 
vate preserve in America for certain 
kinds of game, and this is the season 
when it is at its best. 

Take the map of Louisiana, and away 
over to the southwest, beginning at 
Morgan City—where the Teche has be- 
come a mighty river and flows into the 
sea—follow that poetic stream. At 
New Iberia you leave Morgan City 125 
miles eastward. Looking southward 
from the swarthy, quaint little French 
town I have named, where you clear the 
Teche woods line, you will see what at 
first glance seems to be an uncommonly 
massive black cloud rising out of the 
bosom of a great prairie or sea marsh 
where sky and prairie unite. It looms 
high above the level sameness of the 
long line of marsh, Itis an extinct 
volcano, and is Jefferson’s Island, the 
winter seat of Joe Jefferson, the actor. 
The island is a truncated cone. There 
are 4500 acres of the finest land under 
the sun on its top, and nearly as much 
more sea marsh ‘‘appertains there- 
unto,’”’ to use the old quaint legal 
phrasing. This cone is almost sur- 
rounded by a lake of very deep, clear 
water. A short canalof less than a 


ends of the horseshoe-shaped water, and 
make ‘‘Jefferson Island’’ one in reality. 
There is a splendid avenue of huge live 
oaks sh4ding the great drive up to the 
mansion, which isa fine old residence 


the entire structure is iow as solid as 
stone. 

The largest orange trees in Louisiana 
are on this place. It was outof the 
track of the two armies during the war 
and was not plundered as some of the 
Teche places were, and the orange tree 
finds something particularly congenial 
in the soil and air of Orange Island, as 
it was called-before Jefferson bought it 
twenty-five years ago. There are a 
good many orange trees in Mr. Jeffer- 
son’s groves that are eighteen inches in 
diameter three feet from the ground, 
and one, the patriarch of the estate, is 
nearly three feet through. It still 
gives its annual crop as regularly as it 
did thirty golden years ago. 


game and fish. Itis protected by four 
families of Acadian hunters, who still 
use the 36-inch 16-bore muzzle-loader 
and manage to kill an uncommonly 
large quantity of game with them, too.

I 
have never seen such flocks of all kinds 
of waterfowl asin the winter live on 
the lake and in the shallow water and 
high grass of the sea marsh of Jeffer- 
son’s Island. Wild Canada_ geese, 
the Western brant, the snow goose, 


or white-fronted gvose, wild ducks 
of every species, mallards, black 
ducks, ducks—a_ species 
of large duck—--whose scientific 


name I do not know—bluebills, the gor- 
geous-plumed woodduck, shining like 
an opal in the morning southern sun as 


cepts the homage of his modest-hued 
spouse, an occasional flock of swans; 
these make up the migrating waterfowl. 
Then, too, there are the native birds; 
the great white ibis, the wood ibis, gros- 
bees and bee-gros, distinct 
bis family, 
the shy “flamano’’ —flamingo — and 
rarer roseate Spoonbill, complete a list 
of birds which are not often seen as 
they can be seen in the great sea marsh 
and the heavy timber of Jefferson 
Island. Of thetwo kinds of teal there 
are simply uncountable Itttle flocks. 
They are not cannonaded and scared to 
death on their feeding grounds by pot- 
hunters. The few that are killed are 
shoton the narrow strip of land be- 
tween the points of the horseshoe as 
they fly fearlessly across. Ofsnipe and 
woodcock in the cornfields there are an 
abundance from one point to another. 
The fishing is equally fine. Huge 10- 
pound big-mouth bass can beseen any of 
these splendid Louisiana mornings leap- 
ing and chasing schools of minnows up 
into the shallow bays and coves, where 
duck food is abundant. There are 
black bass, croppies, white and black 
perch, channel catfish, ‘goggle eyes,’’ 
and the long, lean, hard-fighting pike. 
There are other varieties, but neither 
time nor editorial patience will permit 


a fuller list. And in the evening, 
to take a beautiful light  sail- 
boat when the wind begins to 


blow in from the summer sea, whose 
gentle ripple you can almost hear, and 

lide adown the seven miles stretch of 

eep water, as the Southern moon rises 
broad and red in the east like a burning 
world; with all the mysterious sounds 
of the night-life of wuature softly re- 
peated from coppice, grove or wood- 
land, and then disappearing away in the 
misty blue, these things are some of the 
charms of winter life in the furthest 
South. | 

You may travel for miles in this sec- 
tion, and from white nor black will you 
hear one word of English. The soft, 
bastard French of a century ago is the 
mother tongue of thisregion. The few 
people in the country immediately con- 
tiguous to Jefferson’s Island have their 
wealth mainly in cattle and those per- 
fectly-gaited, tireless little ‘‘Creole’’ 
horses.

This is the curious country Mr. Cleve-

Badly Wrecked.

W. B. Broadwell of San Bernardino-and 


_Miss Sophia Anderson of St. Louis were 


married yesterday noon at the residence of 
G. E. Meharry, corner of Colorado street 
and Los Robles avenue, Rev. J. W. Phelps 
officiating. It was not a runaway match by 
any means, but Mr. Meharry being a 
brother-in-law of the groom, the wedding 
was held at his residence for convenience. 

After the ceremony Mr. Meharry hitched 
up his horse tothe family carriage for the 
purpose of taking the newly-married 
couple to the westbound overland train, it 
being their intention of spending the honey- 
moon at San Diego. They*had gone buta 
short distance down Colorado street, when 
the horse became unmanageable and 
started torun away. Mr. Meharry guided 
the animal as best he could and turned into 

mond avenue, hoping to obtain control 
of the frightened animal before the depot 
was reached. At the corner of Kansas 
street the carriage was overturned and the 
bride and groom were thrown out. Mr. 
Meharry retained his hold upon the lines, 
but was dragged underneath the vehicie to 
the depot, where the horse was stopped by 
an overland passenger, who sprang from 
the train justin time to prevent the horse 
from dashing into the depot platform 
among the crowd gathered there.

They assert-that on some 
runs the men receive less pay than on 
the Santa Fé or on the Northern Pacific. 
The changing of the division terminus 
from Tulare to Fresno is one cause of 
grievance, the men saying that it gives 
them more work than they had to do 
before for the same pav. Brakemen 
complain, too, that they have to sweep 
out their cars, which is not demanded 
of brakemen on any road in the country 
except the Southern Pacific.

Today there will be sev- 
eral pens of rare specimens of rabbits on 
exhibition, and in the pet stock exhibit 
there is also expected some additions 
to the already large display of pigeons. 
The fowls on exhibition are improving 
in appearance daily. A few of those in 
from the East for the first day or two 
showed slight signs of the effects of 
their long journey, but they are now all 
in capital condition—not an indisposed 
epecimen in the showroom. This is re- 
markable, with a show of over 2000 
specimens.

It is to be 
regretted that these gentlemen’s busi- 
ness interests compris them to their 
Eastern homes so soon.

TERRY FAGAN IN JAIL. 


A San Francisco Hoodlum Locked Up by 
the Police. 

Yesterday afternoon Detectives Bow- 
ler and Benson ‘‘nagged’’a San Fran- 
cisco ‘‘mac’’ and all-around tough 
named Terry Fagan and locked the fel- 
low up in the city prison; where he] will

Fagan came down here with his 
woman about ten days ago, and they 
have been operating here ever since. 
About a week ago the woman was ar- 
rested by the police and tried before 
Justice Owens on a charge of disturbing 
the peace, but she managed to evade 
the law and was released. 

As near ascan be learned, a short 
time ago Fagan attacked a man named 
Ed Stample in front of a disreputable | 
resort in San Francisco, and after | 
quarreling a few seconds Fagan 
drew a knife and stabbed Stample 
several times. He was. duly ar- 
rested, but when the case came up 
for trial Stample had been so terror- 
ized by Fagan’s pals that he seemed to 
be afraid to testify, and the case was 
continued to give the prosecution a 
chance to hunt up more witnesses. 
Fagan was admitted to bailin the sum 
of $1000 and at once came down here. 

When arrested a telegram was found 
on his person signed ‘‘Joe,’’ telling him 
to hurry back to San Francisco, as the 
case had been ‘‘fixed’’ so that he can 
pay a fine and escape punishment. 

Fagan will be held until the authori- 
ties at San Francisco are notified, and 
if he is wanted he will be sent up, and 
if not he will be sent to the chain-gang 
asa vag.

The association wishes also to include 
the training of these older girls, after 
the wise and tender philosophy of Froe- 
bel, in the care of these babes, as not 
only a proper preparation for their own 
future as mothers, but as skilled nurses 
for the little people of more fortunate 
families; and to complete their work 
at this central. home by such talks to 
mothers as will stimulate them in all 
their home duties. 

These things, ‘‘new departures”’ here, 
are no longer experiments in European 
and Eastern cities, but have already re- 
sulted in almost incalculable good to all 
concerned. It remains then only to 
secure the necessary sympathy and 
funds to'set going this most admirable 
work. And the Kindergarten Associa- 
tion appeals most confidently to a pub- 
lic which has done so generously by 
them in the past to give its heartiest 
support to the entertainments now pro- 
vided at large cost and so strengthen 
its hands and hearts, and make its pro- 
posed work a success beyond all ques- 
tion. The fee for the course is only $2,
